NORMAN PENETRATION 


Mr. Kelly said that emphasis had been 
laid on the fact that the place names applied 
in these grants corresponded closely to the 
Irish names. and that the territories had 
been given in correct order, and that that 
had been advanced as cogent evidence that 
the people who made the grants must have 
been on the spot. 

Professor MacNeill said that he did not 
think that any such inference could be de- 
rived from the facts. During the period in 
question there was a close and accurate 
knowledge of the topography, even of distant 
arts of the country. A person living in 
Jublin at the time would have had no diffi-. 
culty in finding one who could give ac- 
curately the names and order of the tev- 
ritories.

of Thomond, his wife’s kinsmen. De Burgho 
espoused the cause of a rival king of Con- 
nacht, a ‘grandson of Roderick O'Connor. 
Their combined forces overran a large part of 
Connacht, and Cathal Crobhderg had to seek 
temporary refuge in Ulster. 

Ultimately, William de Burgo turned over 
to the side of the king he had been fighting 
against, and the foreigners he had brought 
with him passed into the service of Cathal 
Crobhderg, but. later these merceneries were 
slaughtered by the people of Connacht. That 
event market the end of William de Burgho’s 
efforts to get possession of Connacht. 

In 1204, King John ordered his repre- 
sentative in Ireland to restore to de Burgho 
his castles in Munster, but not land’in Con- 
nacht, which John proposed to retain in his 
own hand, In other words, the grant of 
Connacht to William de Burgho was either 
regarded as of no account by that ordinance 
of 1204, or was cancelled by it. At the time 
of his death, William de Burgho was not ‘n 
possession of a foot of. land in Connacht, 
although evidence had been given on the 
strength of a document of a later period that 
de Burgho had made a conquest of Connacht. 
The title of “William the Conqueror ” of 
Connacht had once been applied to William 
de Burgho, but if it was applied at the date 
of his efforts in Connacht. it must have been 
a title of derision, and if it belonged to a 
later date it must have belonged to folklore. 


LICENCE TO CONQUER 


Witness said that the grant of lands in 
Connacht of 1215 to Richard de Burgho must 
be considered a speculative grant, as at that 
date he was not in possession of lands in 
Connacht. It was a licence to conquer. In 
the thirteenth eentury, the Norman power 
in Treland began to decline. 

Professor MacNeill said that he had made 
inquiry into the development of commerce in 
fish in Connaught, and found that from 
1400 onwards, a considerable commerce in 
fish developed in Ireland. He doubted that 
before that time there was a considerable 
commerce in fish anywhere in Western 
Europe. In TIreland, if there was no 
commerce in fish. there was no reason why 
any person should own fisheries or fishing 
of any kind, because there was an abundance 
of fish quite sufficient for the needs of the 
people, and the question of the ownership 
of the fish would not have arisen. Even if 
the owners were not engaged in commerce, 
they derived a revenue from the sale of fish, 
and this implied that the trade was a big 
one. At that period the commerce would 
naturally be in cured fish, because in the 
absence ot trains, motor cars, and ice 
houses, the fresh fish would not get very 
far. 

In the reign of Edward III, a 
Statute was passed prohibiting fishing im 
Irish waters. This Statute mentioned that 
the fishing trade was being carried on by 
‘‘ vessels from other lands among the King’s 
Trish enemies” and it showed that the m- 
dustry was a lucrative one, the buyers pay: 
ing tribute in money as well as in merchan- 
dise for the fish they took away with them. 
The rise of commerce in Irish fish was, 
said the witness, a feature of the develop- 
ment of things in the Anglo-Norman period, 
if not earlier. On the subject of the appro- 
priation of fisheries for the purpose of com- 
merce, he quoted from a poem which, he 
said, was cast in-the form of a prophecy, an 
which he placed in regard to time about the 
period 1400-1500. This was, he said, a 
prophecy of what would happen when the 
foreigners —ineaning the Anglo-Normans— 
would take possession ot Ireland. 


“EVIL KINGSHIP” 


One of the signs of the new times men- 
tioned in this prophecy was: “The fish of 
the great sea will be sold to the foreigners 
immediately after they have been brought to 
land. It will be a sign of evil kin we 
The earliest instance that he could find of 
commerce in fish in the Western parts of 
Ireland was containec in a volume of mis- 
cellany of the Irish Archeological Society, 
1846. In this volume an entry of an event 
of the year 1452 appeare? in unnamed annals 
referring to ‘‘ certain English merchants, ac- 
companying certain Irishmen, to be by them 
conveyed, having big packs of fish, carrying 
them from Athlone t Trim, to Athboy, and 
to Dublin.”’

FIANNA FAIL’S CONTENTION

VI R. DE VALERA said that before being 
i returned as a Government, Fianna 
Fail held that the land annuities were not 
iegally or morally due to Britain. They 
argued thus for about six years, and during 
all that time their opponents contended 
that, by the Land Acts, etc., these moneys 
were due to Britain. Never once was it 
suggested that these payments were made 
In virtue of an agreement by the then 
President of the Executive Ceuncil and a 
British M.P. or Secretary to the Tyeasury. 
During the election of 1932 a pamphlet 
was printed at the public expense by the 
then Government, in which the comments 
of eminent counsel were cited as to the 
liability of this State to pay these moneys 
to Britain. In none of the arguments was 


\it once said that the reason for the moneys 


\being paid over was an agreement entered 
into by the then President. 

There was a reference to the ultimate 
financial settlement, but that was pushed 
aside, and it was stated that it had nothing 
to (> with the paying over of the money, 
and that our liability did not rest on that 
document. The Government were prepared 
to-.meet the British case from that stand- 
point. They told the British that it was 
their intention to retain those moneys until 
it was proved definitely that the moneys 
were due, and they expected that the 
British would explain their case. Mr. 
Thomas, as Secretary ‘for the Dominions, 
in reply, stated-that these moneys were 
due on the basis of a formal agreement, 
binding in honour and law on the two 
Governments, 


“TATTERED AND TORN” 


** That surprised me,” said President 
de Valera, “ and I sent a despatch asking 
him to say what was this formal agree- 
ment, mall to our amazement he sent us 
back a statement that a certain document 
was signed in February, 1932, promising 
to hand over this money, and that this 
was further confirmed. by the ultimate 
financial settlement of a later period. I 
asked the Minister for Finance and the 
Department of Finanee if they had any 
record of this famous agreement, and to 
let “ne have it. I got a tattered and torn 
document which has been wrapped up in 
ribbon, tape and wax since to make it look 
hke a document. This document I 
exhibited here, and it even excited the 
curiosity of Deputy Belton. It ‘was a thing 
of shreds and patches, and contained only 
a single signature.’’ 

It was on the basis of that document that 
it was held that the annuities should be 
paid to Britain. They had to face this 
document. which had for nine years been 
hidden away. 

“I would say,” declared the Presi- 
dent, “ that my respect for treaties and 
contracts is much higher than the regard 
of the members of the Opposition. One of 
the things I had to contend against in the 
Treaty debates was the suggestion that it 
was imposed, and that, therefore, would 
not be*regarded as binding. I admit that 
it was imposed, but I recognised then, and 
I recognise now, that when even under 
the dire threat of force—when documents 
like that are signed—they are constantly 
used as an excuse by the Opposition party 
to persist in the threat, and in the exploi- 
tation—if it is a question of exploitation— 
which it seems to give sanction to. I 
know full well that treaties between 
nations, when entered into even under 
duress, are very difficult things to get out 
of. I admit there is no moral binding 
force in a treaty imposed by force. 

“Is is obvious in the case of force that 
there is no finality about it, and there is 
no moral right secured by treaties got 
under threat of force. Always remember 
the Treaty of Versailles, and the circum- 
stances under which it was signed. I ask 
those of you who took a deep interest in it 
did you not know then that there was in 
that treaty the seed of future wars? But 
that does not take-away from the fact that 
when. you have documents signed like that 
they will always be held by the party who 
have secured them as a' barrier to the other 
party ever getting out of the position in 
which they have signed themselves as 
agreeing to. 


NOT BINDING 


“ T believe the standard I have set in 
regard to treaties. is a higher standard 
than that of the Opposition deputies, and 
it is because I do not want to see any 
representatives of this country signing an 
ayreement under circumstances like that 
again. I say if we make an agreement 
with the British it ought to be an agree- 
ment which would correspond to the 
realities as regards the consent of our 
people. On every occasion where there 
was a question of treaties between our- 
selves and Britain I stipulated as a condi- 
tion that that war should be submitted 
to the people for their ratification under 
conditions that would remove the possi- 
bility of threats Wa used, because I 
recognise it is only under, such conditions 
you. can have agreement which will be 
loyally accepted and loyally’ fulfilled.

reference to such an agreement there was 
always evasion on the part of the Minister 
then in office. When there was a question 
of its publication for purposes, ip Britain, 
agreement was refused to have it 
published. There was a record published, 
stating that it would be politically incon- 
venient for the Executiye then in office to 
have that document published in etenso. 
Suggestions are made that there was some 
sort of implied ratification by means of 
Appropriation Acts, and so on. But there, 
again, there is a departure from the well- 
known principle argued in the British 
House of Commons by Mr. Healy, whose 
arguments were then accepted by Mr. 
Asquith, to the effect that. Appropriation 
Acts ought not be used except to pass 
moneys already granted by previous legis- 
lation. Our people were not, either 
through their Parliament or through their 
votes, parties to that agreement, and I have 
always repudiated that agreement on that 
basis. I say it is not binding. 


NO MERE TRIFLE 


“Was this document,” Mr. DEVALERA 
asked, “ a mere trifle? Was:it something 
that could be lightly set aside? In 1931 
there was a payment to Britain of five and 
a-third million pounds a year. That was 
paid over to them, and nothing was got in 
return for it. It had to be paid by means 
of produce. What relationship did that 
sum bear to our resources? I have fre- 
quently quoted the estimate of the British 
Treasury given by Mr. Baldwin, and it 
was sixty-si% to one.” | 

Deputy BRENNAN (U.I.) laughed at 
the mention of. the estimate, and the 
President said that the deputies might 
sneer at the estimate of the British 
Treasury when it was to their advantage 
to put it the other way. Of course, they 
did not want the assistance of experts in 
any matter ; Deputy Cosgrave could go over 
and make an agreement overnight. 

Mr. DE VALERA proceeded to say that 
on that basis this country’s payment to 
Great Britain was over £330,000,000, or 
more than ten times the sum that Britain 
stopped from paying the United States on 
the basis that she was unable to bear the 
burden. That 
pounds on this country would be equal to 
the thirty-three millions that Britain had 
refused to pay. And still the contention 
of the Opposition was that this country 
should continue to pay this “ just debt.” 

“At the time the annuities question was 
coming to the front, Mr. O'Sullivan, the 
then Minister for Education, went down 
to Kildare and told the farmers that if the 
annuities were withheld Britain would put 
£1 per head on their cattle. But he did 
not tell them that they were already pay- 
ing more than that—that they were 
making a complete present of all their fat 
cattle to Britain and something to spare. 


At that time the cattle export trade was. 


equal to twelve million pounds, and the 
rate of payment to Britain in proportion 
to that amount was about seven pounds 
per head. But that was hidden from the 
people. Thai was the money that Mr. 
Cosgrave said we should pay. Is it by 
our waywardness that we find ourselves 
in that position? Isn’t it due to the 
contract made by the leader of the Opposi- 
tion? Isn't the blame to be laid on the

THE OTTAWA “ BRIDGE” 

President DE VALERA went on to refer 
to suggestions that they had destroyed 
some ‘“‘bridge’’ that had been made at 
Ottawa. There had been no bridge what- 
ever made, and the British attitude 
towards the determination of the dispute 
had always been based on two points— 
either negotiation on the basis of the 
acceptance of that document as being 
binding on the Irish people, in which case 
Britain might offer a prospect of some 
mitigation, or on the basis of submission 
for tral before a Commonwealth Tribunal. 
That had always been the basis taken up 
by the British Government, and there had 
been no change in that. : 

If they considered it from the point of 
view of the Commonwealth Tribunal, 
with the memory of the Feetham Com. 
mission constantly in their minds, he did 
not think that any person would have the 
hardihood to suggest that a matter of 
almost life and death importance should 
be submitted in that way.

HE Franco-Soviet Mutual Assistance 

Pact was adopted by the Chamber 
of Deputies this evening by 353 votes to 
164, giving the Government an overwhelm- 
ing majority of 189. The pact now has 
to be ratified by the Senate. This, it is 
expected, will be done before the end of 
the present session, probably in the second 
week of March. Thus the pact will receive 
full ratification before the country goes to 
the polls in April.

THE PRINCIPAL FINDINGS

The Commission finds that while there is 
little, if any, diminution in the number

To command the higher prices, improve 
the standard of mares, and maintain the 
reputation of the Irish horse, thorough 
breds, particularly yearlings, must: be 
sired by horses whose racing and ‘stud 
careers give promise that their stock will | 


be successful on the Turf. 

The Commission is of opinion that it 
is essential that first-class sires whose 
progeny is likely to command good prices 
should be put within reach of the breeders 
of. the Saorstat. : 

Their first recommendation, accordingly, 
is that at least 10 stallions should, as soon 
as possible, be púrchased by the Govern- 
ment for use in this country. Of these, at 
least three should be absolutely first-class, 
whose ordinary commercial value wou!d be 
from £20,000 to £30,000. The remaining 
seven should be second-class horses, whose 
ordinary commercial value would be from 
£2,000 to £10,000. These horses should he 
located in the Saorstat, and made availahle 
for breeders bona fide resident in the 
Saorstat, as such fees as will, on a basis 
of ten years’ purchase, repay the purchase 
price, after allowing for keep and in- 
surance, together with interest at ó per 
cent. 

All such horses should be located 
central stud during the ‘‘ off ’’ season. 

The Commission is of opinion that 
nomination to the three first-class horses 
should be open to all breeders who are bona 
fide residents in the Saorstat, and who 
apply for a nomination for an approved 
mare. Should the number of applications 
exceed the nominations, the choice to be 
decided bv ballot, unsuccessful applicants 
to get preference the following year. 

In the allocation of nominations to 
stallions of the second class preference 
should be given to breeders who for some 
years past have been in the habit of dis 
posing of their yearlings at sales in the 
Saorstat. 

Not more than forty mares should be 
nominated to any one stallion in one 
season 

The Commission is of opinion that, while 
the initial outlay will be considerable, the 
ultimate cost to the Treasury should be 
negligible. 


THE PURCHASING 
COMMITTEE 


It is essential, if this scheme is to be 
put into operation, that a Purchasing 
Committee should be set up of at least 
three gentlemen of recognised integrity 
who have first-hand knowledge of breeding 
and racing, and who could purchase such 
sires when they come on the market. The 
Commission desires to point out that first- 
class sires cannot be purchased like shop 
goods, at a fixed price, and that very wide 
discretion would have to be given to the 
Purchasing Committee. Some considerable 
time might elapse before one or more 
horses could be purchased, and the Pur- 
chasing Committee should be adequately 
remunerated for the time and skill re- 
quired in such purchases. On the purchase 
of the right sires the entire scheme will

depend, and no restriction should he 
placed on the Purchasing Committee as to 
what country the horses are purchased in. 
The Commission strongly recommends 
that the law should be so altered that 
income tax should not be charged on 
stallions’ fees. | 
The Commission is of opinion that 
racing is an essential to successful breed- 
ing. Many race meetings have been 
abandoned in recent years, and the amount 
of the stakes run for has been reduced 
by almost 50 per cent. in the past ten 
years. There is, in the, opinion of the 
Commission, a grave danger that further 
race meetings may close down,,and tha’ 
incalculable harm will conseqfently be 
done to the horse-breeding industry. and 
to the Saorstat’s export trade in horses.

GOVERNING BODY 


The Commission, while recognising the 
great work for racing and breeding that 
has been done in the past by the Turf Club 
and the Irish National Hunt Steeplechase 
Committee, and while emphasising the 
absolute necessity of having an indepen- 
dent governing body with absolute auto- 
cratic power, feels that in the changed 
conditions which now exist in this country 
some wider representation on the govern- 
ing body might be given to owners and 
those keenly interested in provincial and 
metropolitan racing. The present member- 
ship of the Turf Club and Irish National 
Hunt Steeplechase Committee contains the 
names of many who have ceased to be 
active participants in the sport and busi- 
ness of the Saorstat, and the Commission 
believes that the addition of others who 
are vitally interested in preserving and 
strengthening racing and breeding in the 
Saorstat would strengthen and not weaken 
the prestige of the governing body. There 
is unquestionably at the present time a 
crave danger of legitimate country meet- 
ings still further declining, and illegal 
meetings taking their place. .A negative 
attitude towards change will not save 
racing, and the Commission feels that a 
subsidy or grant to racing under existing 
conditions would only be a temporary 
palliative, and that to put racing really 
on its feet reform to meet present require- 
ments is essential. 

Many minor points were mentioned 
before the Commission as needing reform. 
The Commission, however. feels that these 
questions should be dealt with by an 
efficient governing body. 


TOTALISATOR SYSTEM 


The Commission has been greatly im- 
pressed by the benefit which would accrue 
to racing and breeding in Ireland if the 
Totalisator system of betting was de- 
veloped and extended. The Commission is 
satisfied that the profits which would 
accrue from this’ system, if the 
volume of betting which now passes 
through the betting shops in the Saorstat, 
and which amounts to £3,000,000 annually, 
was diverted to the totalisator, would be 
sufficient to finance all the recommenda- 
tions in this report, and put racing on a 
sound and paying basis. The small owner 
could afford to race profitably by reason 
of the larger stakes and smaller entrance 
fees provided by this system. 

The “Commission, accordingly, recom- 
mends :— — | 

(i.) That the licence of the Tote 
Board be extended, and that they may 
be permitted to form pools on English 
races, either on racecourses or in other 
premises in the Saorstat. 

(11.) That no income tax be charged 
on totalisator profits. 

(iii.) That no new betting shops 
should be opened in the Saorstat.

PASSING TRAMCARS

CORONER ON DUBLIN 
PRACTICE 


The law relating to motor cars passing 
stationary tramcars was stressed at an in- 
quest held in Dublin yesterday. The inquest 
concerned the death of Thomas Laird (62), 
of Wesley road, Rathgar, who. was knocked 
down by a motor car after alighting from 
a tramcar at the corner of Winton avenue 
on the evening of 7th February. The. jury 
returned a _ verdict of death from heart 
failure, accelerated by renal insufficiency, 
and exonerated the driver of the car, Miss 
EK. Rhodes, Rostrevor road, Rathgar, from 
all blame. 

Mrs. Sarah Burgess, who was a passenger 
on the tramcar, said that the man came 
down the stairs suddenly, rushed past her 
and stepped off before the vehicle had come 
to a standstill. He appeared to cross the 
road quickly without looking round, and on 
seeing the car approaching she screamed, 
knowing that an accident could not be 
avoided. 

Miss Rhodes said that she was travelling 
at about twenty miles per hour and 
accelerated slightly to pass the tram before 
it came up te a stopping place. Suddenly 
the man stepped out, about a yard in front 
of her. She immediately applied the brakes 
and stopped the car withfn its own length. 
She never passed a stationary tram, and had 
it not been in motion she would not have 
gone on. 

Michael J. Sinnott, the conductor, said 
that the tramcar had stopped to allow a man 
and a woman to alight. The motor car came 
up suddenly from behind and knocked the 
man down when he was within two feet of 
the footpath. 

Sergeant Buckley, in reply to Mr. E. 
Byrne, who represented the Tramways Com- 
pany, said that it was illegal for any vehicle 
to pass a stationary tramcar while passengers 
were about to enter or leave the car unless 
there was a clearance of at least six feet 
between the two vehicles. 

The Coroner said that he believed the tram- 
car was in motion when the man alighted. 
He thought it very risky for a motorist to 
pass a tramcar on the left side where there 
was not a good clearance, though this prac- 
tice was adopted in the city every day. 

Dr. Eva Dolan, house surgeon at the 
Meath Hospital, said that there were no 
serious injuries on Laird’s body. He had 
been suffering from disease of the heart and 
kidneys.

THE STRIKE OF 1934 


Any scheme for the benefit of the farming 
community would undoubtedly be helpful to 
their company, said Mr. John McCann, chair. 
man of the board of directors of the Grand 
Canal Company, proposing the adoption of 
the report and statement of accounts at 
the annual general meeting of the company, 
which was held at Grand Canal House, 
James’s street, Dublin, yesterday 

The following directors were also present :— 
Edmund Williams (deputy chairman), W. 
Claude Odlum, and the Right Hon. James 
MacMahon. 

The Chairman said the report and state- 
ment of accounts for the past year had been 
in their hands for some time, and he would 
take them as read. At the last shareholders’ 
meeting he referred to the strike of boat- 
men at the end of 1934. One of the condi. 
tions of the resumption of work was that 
the demands were to be submitted to a 
court of inquiry, and this court was held 
under the chairmanship of Judge Shannon. 
Certain recommendations in the nature of con- 
cessions were made by the court, and, 
although the company was not obliged to 
carry - out these recommendations, the 
directors decided to put them into operation, 
in the belief that it would conduce to har- 
monious relations between the company and 
its employés. 


BARROW DRAINAGE. 

He had already referred to the _ inter- 
ference to their business by the operation of 
the Barrow drainage scheme. Having received 
notification of the completion of the scheme, 
they had lodged a claim with the Government 
for the losses sustained by the worsening of 
the navigation. 

At their previous meeting he stated that the 
introduction ot tariffs had altered to some 
extent the volume and character of the traffic 
on their system, but they hoped and believed 
that some compensation would result later 
when the scheme for the utilisation of native 
products would be in operation.

PROSPERITY OF FARMING.

VALUE OF CANALS. 
It was a matter for reasonable concratula- 
tion that they had been able to carry on 


canals in England similarly situated had to 
entirely close down their own carrying trade, 
and now merely act as receivers of tolls 
from the private owners of boats. In recent 
years large amounts of money have been spent 
abroad on the development of inland water
